REPORT TO THE 
PEOPLE . | 
(By James A. Smith, MP.) 


Three weeks ago today the | 
fifth session of the 22nd parlia- | 
ment commeniced, The debate . 
on the Speech from the Throne | 
was. concluded on January 23. 
The Throne Speech. itself con- 
ttained very little in the. way of 
proposed legislation to relieve | 
the critical position of Canadian 
Agriculture, nor did it make any 
provisions for the payment of, 
cash advances on farm stored 
grain which the recently releas- 
ed report of the Gordon Royal 
Commission recommends. It 
failed to suggest any cure for: 
the ever increasing rise in the 
cost of living. The Speech did 
not forecast any increase in Old 
Age pensions or other Social Se- 
curity measures. Perhaps many 
of these matters will yet receive 
favorable consideration from 
the Government. We must re- 
member -thiat all authoriative 
sources are forecasting an early 
election. 1 

On January 22, I spoke on the | 
debate in reply to the Speech 
from the Throne and during the 
course of my remarks, I asked 
tthe government to take immed. | 
iate. action with regard to ten: 
proposals which we feel would 
help relieve the crushing burden 
now borne by Canadian agricul- 
ture. These proposals were: 

1. A system of cash advances 
on farm-stored grain, payment 
of these advances to be admin- 
istered by some agency other 
than the Canadian Wheat Board, 
and the cost of administration 
to be borne by the government. 

2. Immediate action to be ta- 
ken toward the extension of per- 
manent government-owned sto- 
rage facilities and the renewal: 
of the policy of encouraging the 
use of temporary off-site. stor- 
age facilities to enable farmers 
to deliver their grain. 

3. Introduction of an aggres- 
sive and realistic foreign sales 
policy as’far as our agricultural 
products are concerned. 

4. Opening of a thorough in- 
vestigation into the merits of the 
two-price system of marketing 
our agricultural products with a 
view to establishing a parity 
price for all agricultural pro- 
ducts. 

5. The marketing of flax and 
rye to be handled by the Can- 
adian Wheat Board. 

6. Equalization of the floor 
prices paid on hogs all across 
Canada tand a rising of ‘these 
prices to bring them iin line with 
estimated parity using the period 
1943-1945 as the base period. 

7. Amendments to be intro- 
duced ‘to the Farm-Loan Act to 
make this act of some use to 
young men wishing to enter the 
agriculture industry. 

8. The enactment of an all- 
risk insurance plan which will 
assure the farmers of Canada a 
just incOmé in case of crop fail- 
ure or some other disaster. 


9. The acceptance of sterling™ 


and ‘the currency of other lands 
to -stimulate trade with those 
countries. 

10. The immediate’ appoint- 

ment of a transport controller 
with power to see that there is 
an equitable distribution of box 
cars in the west at all times. 
. We-are hoping that the gov- 
ernmént will soon bring before 
us the Canadian Wheat Board 
Abt and 1a resolution to amend 
the Prairie Farm Assistance Act 
so that the scope of this Act may 
be enlarged.
